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REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE 

1. the Chairman of the Joint Committee to which the Bill"' to pro¬ 
vide for the separation of the judicial and executive functions in 
Union territories was referred, having been authorised to submit the 
report on their behalf, present their Report, with the Bill as amend¬ 
ed by the Committee, annexed thereto. 

2. The Bill was introduced on the 26th April, 1968, in Lok Sabha. 
The motion for reference of the Bill to a Joint Committee was mov¬ 
ed in Lolt Sabha by Shri Vidya Charan Shukla, Minister of State in 
the Ministry of Home Affairs, on the 26th July, 1968, and was adopt¬ 
ed on the same day. 

3. Rajya Sabha discussed the motion on the 1st August, 1968 and 
concurred in the motion on the same day. 

4. The message from Rajya Sabha was reported to Lok Sabha on 
the 5th August, 1968. 

5. The Committee held four sittings in all. 

6. The first sitting of the Committee was held on the 26th August, 
1968, to draw up their future programme of work. The Committee 
at this sitting decided that a Press Communique should be issued 
advising public bodies, associations and individuals who were desir¬ 
ous of submitting their suggestions or views or of giving evidence 
before the Committee in respect of the Bill, to send written memo¬ 
randa thereon for the purpose. The Committee also decided to in¬ 
vite the views of all the State Governments, Administrations of 
Union territories, Advocates General and Bar Councils and Bar Asso¬ 
ciations of India, on the provisions of the Bill and to inform them 
that they could also give oral evidence before the Committee, if 
they so desired. 

7. Two memoranda on the Bill were received by the Committee 
from Shri Gopal Apa Kamat, Speaker, Legislative Assembly of Goa, 
Daman and DIu, Panaji and Shri Bhawani Shanker, Hony. Magis¬ 
trate, New Delhi.

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8. At their second sitting held on the 14th October, 1968, the 
Committee hoard the evidence given by the Honorary Magistrates 
of Delhi. 


9. The report of the Committee was to be presented by the 11th 
November, 1968. As this could not be done, the Committee at their 
second sitting held on the 14th October, 1968, decided to ask for an 
extension of time for presentation oi their report upto the last day 
of the sixth session. Necessary motion was brought before the 
House and adopted on the ilth November, 1968. 

10. The Committee have decided that the evidence given before 
them should be printed in extenso and laid on the Tables of both the 
Houses. 


11. The Committee considered the Bill clause-by-clause at their 
third sitting held on the 22nd November, 1908. 

12. The Committee considered and adopted their Report on the 
29th November, 1968. 


13. The observations of the Committee with regard to the prin¬ 
cipal changes proposed in the Bill are detailed in the succeeding 
paragraphs. 

14. The Schedule : 

(i) Paragraph 2.—This paragraph seeks to modify section 7(1) of 
the Code so as to provide that every State or Union territory shall 
consist of sessions divisions and every sessions division shall be a 
district or part of a district or consist of districts. But certain Union 
territories are too small and cannot have more than one sessions 

S n, It will be administratively inconvenient if each such Union 
ry is constituted into a single sessions division and district for 
rposes of the Code. Paragraph 2 has been modified so that 
existing section 7(1), under which a State or Union territory can be 
a sessions division as well as a district, will stand unmodified. 

(ii) Paragraph 4,—In the proposed sub-section (2B) of section 10 
provision has been made for appointment of Additional Chief Judi¬ 
cial Magistrates in consultation with the High Court but there is no 
provision for such consultation before the State Government confers 
all or any of the powers of a Chief Judicial Magistrate on the Addi¬ 
tional Chief Judicial Magistrate. The Committee feel that confer¬ 
ment of powers should also be subject to consultation with the High 
Court, Paragraph 4 has been amended accordingly. 
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(iii) Paragraph 17.—There is a drafting alteration to make the 
intention clear. 

(iv) Paragraph 18.—New section 38 provides that the Chief Judi¬ 
cial Magistrate shall exercise the powers conferred on him subject to 
the control of the High Court and the State Government. The Com¬ 
mittee feel that the Chief Judicial Magistrate being a Judicial Offi¬ 
cer should not be under the control of the State Government. The 
paragraph has been suitably amended. 

(v) Paragraphs 19 and 20.—The amendments to sections 39 and 
40 provide for the State Government consulting the High Court 
wherever necessary. The Committee feel that it should be obliga¬ 
tory on the part of the State Government to consult the High Court 
in cases relating to Judicial Magistrates. The provisions have been 
suitably amended. 

(vi) Paragraph 33.—The amendment in the paragraph Is of a 
consequential nature. 

(vii) Paragraph 40.—The Committee feel that Executive Magis¬ 
trates of the first and second classes should only be empowered 
under special circumstances to record statements or confessions 
under section 164(1). New sub-section (1A) gives effect to this. 

(viii) Paragraph 89.—New Schedules III and IV containing the 
ordinary and additional powers of Judicial and Executive Magis¬ 
trates have been slightly amended to make the powers enumerated 
therein complete. 

15. The Joint Committee recommend that the Bill as amended be 
passed.

1. ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Union Territories (Separation 
of Judicial and Executive Functions) Act, 1968. 

(2) It extends to all Union territories except the Union territory 
of Chandigarh. 

(3) It shall come into force in a Union territory to which it ex¬ 
tends on such date as the Central Government may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, appoint in respect ^thereof:

5. Where under any law the functions exercisable by a Magis¬ 
trate relate to matters which involve the appreciation or sifting of 
evidence or the formulation of any decision which exposes any per¬ 
son to any punishment, or penalty, or detention in custody pending 
investigation, inquiry or trial or would have the effect of sending 
him! for trial before any court, such functions shall, subject to the 
provisions of this Act and the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898, as 
amended by this Act, be exercisable by a Judicial Magistrate; and 
where such functions relate to matters which are administrative or 
executive in nature, such as the grant of a licence, the suspension 
or cancellation of a licence, sanctioning a prosecution, or withdraw¬ 
ing from a prosecution, they shall, subject as aforesaid, be exercis¬ 
able by an Executive Magistrate. 

6. On the commencement of this Act in the transferred areas in 
the Union territory of Himachal Pradesh, the Punjab Separation of

8 . (1) If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of 
this Act, the Central Government, in consultation with the High 
Court having jurisdiction in relation to the Union territory concern¬ 
ed, may, by order, do anything (including the specification of the 
appropriate Magistrate, whether Judicial or Executive, having juris¬ 
diction under any law) not inconsistent with such provisions for 
the purpose of removing the difficulty: 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiration 
of three years from the commencement of this Act.
